There  were  no  extensions  to  water  mains  system  during  the  year. 
Nineteen  samples  of  water  collected  in  various  parts  of  the  area  during 
the  past  12  months  in  use  for  dietetic  purposes  were  submitted  for 
chemical  and  bacteriological  examination.  Sixteen  were  satisfactory  and 
three  were  unfit, 

Drainage  and  Sewerage . 

There  were  no  extensions  made  to  the  public  sewers  during  the  past 

year. 


There  are  two  districts  badly  in  need  of  such  a  system,  the  Langley 
area  of  Sutton,  and  the  Knutsford  Road  area  of  Chorley  and  Great  Warford. 

Discussions  with  interested  adjacent  authorities  have  been 
instituted  regarding  the  sewering  of  Chorley  and  Great  Warford,  and  other 
associated  questions. 

Closet  Accommodafipn. 

There  were  seven  earth-closets  converted  to  water  carriage  system 
during  the  year. 


The  Council' s  House  Refuse  Collecting  Service  was  extended  to  Nether 
Aiderley,  and  now  includes  the  whole  or  parts  of  19  townships  in  the  area 

The  number  of  refuse  tips  have  been  reduced  to  nine,  and  there  are 
two  full  time  men  engaged  on  their  control.
